by Jesse Henley, county auditor. 
It was prepared last week by the 
comissioners and will be sub­ 
m itted to the county council at 
its regular meeting September 
3. 
The budget, as it is presented 
now, calls for an appropriation 
of $132,473.9 0 for tne 
general 
county fund and $103,070 for the 
gravei road repair fund.

Indianapolis, Ind., Aug. 17— 
The honey flow for this year is 
about over and Indiana bee­ 
keepers have gathered approxi­ 
m ately 8 million pounds, accord­ 
ing to a sum m ary filed in the 
office of the state entomologist 
today, by Charles O. Yost. 
Yost, who is chief apiary in ­ 
spector for the state conserva­ 
tion departm ent, says tha t while 
this year’s honey crop is larger 
than 19 28 by at least 2 million 
pounds, it does not reach the 
record year of 19 27 when the 
state produced approxim ately 10 
million pounds. The 19 28 season 
was cut short by excessive rain ­ 
fall, and this yekr’s production 
lessened by excessive swarming 
in the early spring. 
Beekeepers 
who 
understand 
the proper caring for bees over­ 
came this excessive swarming, 
but m any were unable to cope 
w ith it and as a result thous­ 
ands of swarms escaped and the 
m aximum am ount of honey pos­ 
sible 
under 
better 
conditions, 
prevented. The better beekeep­ 
ers will this year harvest from 
150 to 200 pounds of honey per 
colony, while those less experi­ 
enced in the work will gather 
considerable less honey per col­ 
ony, he said. 
Bee 
inspection 
work 
which 
progressed during the summ er 
under direction of the depart­ 
m ent reveals a severe epidemic 
of American foulbrood in Black­ 
ford and G rant counties. 
Six 
hundred and four cases were dis­ 
covered in thèse two counties 
alone among a total of 1369 cases 
reported in the state during the 
past m onth, Yost’s report reveals. 
In m any cases colonies were so 
badly affected tha t it was neces­ 
sary to distroy them . Foulbrood 
is the m ost destructive disease 
effecting bees and is very conta­ 
gious, hence colonies seriously 
affected m ust be destroyed to 
hold the disease in check. 
Yost’s report shows tha t in ­ 
spectors exam ined 1,668 apiaries 
during July and to date this year 
inspected 3,9 34 apiaries.

Moscow, Aug. 17—(/P)—Facing 
the most difficult half of its 6,600 
mile journey, the G raf Zeppelin, 
w ith 20 passengers and 40 crew 
aboard, today cruised just south 
of the Arctic circle above a vast 
Siberian wasteland. 
Its position reported a t 11 p. m. 
Friday, G. M. T. (6 p. m. E. S. T.) 
was latitude 62 north, longitude 
80 east, a spot about 100 miles 
north of Laryansk, on the Vakh 
river. 
Previous messages from 
the zeppelin had said laconically 
all well aboard.” 
The position given was 2,9 41 
miles east and north of» Fried­ 
richshafen, which the dirigible 
left a t 4:34 a. m. Thursday (10:- 
34 p. m. E. S. T. W ednesday) on 
w hat was to be its m ost perilous 
and longest journey. 
The elapsed tim e of 43 hours 
and 26 m inutes represented an 
average speed of about 68 miles 
an hour, about 18 miles per hour 
in excess of the cruising average, 
Dr. Hugo Eckener, the ship’s 
m aster, had hoped to obtain. 
Speed in excess of 100 miles an 
hour was attained a t one stage 
of the flight yesterday. 
Calculating the rem ainder of 
the course from the 6 p. m. E. S. 
T. position a t 3,760 miles and pre­ 
suming the average speed of 68 
miles an hour would be m ain­ 
tained, around 55 hours would be 
needed to bring the ship to 
Tokyo, and end the second lap 
of the round-the-worl& flight. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Aug. 17— 
Beginning today traffic on Rd. 37 
will use a 5 mile detour' from 
M artinsville north to perm it pav­ 
ing a portion of the old brick 
pavem ent and on relocation into 
M artinsville. 
According to the state high­ 
way commission’s traffic bulletin 
issued from the office of John J. 
Brown, director, 3 miles of this 
detour is over a brick road, and 
3 miles is gravel. The gravel por­ 
tion-'is narrow in places, there is 
one hill and the route has m any 
sharp curves. 
This detour in 
good condition, Brown said, but 
cautioned the public to drive 
carefully. In the m eantim e some 
thru and bus traffic are using 
Rd. 67 between M artinsville and 
Indianapolis, and the untreated 
gravel section between M artins­ 
ville and Mooresville will be m ade 
dustess w ith calcium chloride 
w ithin the next ten days, the 
road director said. 
The bulletin called attention 
tha t beginning Monday, Aug. 28, 
there will be a detour on Rd. 67 
starting a t 38th street, Indianap­ 
olis, extending to a point south 
of Lawrence, to perm it resurfac­ 
ing. It will be 2 miles long and 
m ade dustless w ith chloride be­ 
fore going into use. Pavem ent 
patching between the Ft. H arri­ 
son road and O aklandon will be 
completed before this 38th street 
detour is put on, road officials 
said. 
Detours, bridge run-arounds, 
legnth and surface condition of 
detours for the week of Aug. 17-p 
23 are set forth in the bulletin 
as follows:

We have seen how the 
two 
k ingdoms of Israel fell 
before 
eiistern conquerors, the northern 
k ingdom in 722 B. C., under the 
Assy rian invasion, when the ten 
tribes were carried off and dis­ 
persed so 
tha t 
they 
became 
• lost’* and the k ingdom was nev­ 
er restored; the southern k ing­ 
dom under a sim ilar Baby lonian 
invasion in 58 6 B. C., when the 
people were carried off to Baby ­ 
lon. In this case, however, the 
people preserved something of 
the continuity of their life in 
ex ile. 
We have been study ing the re­ 
m ark able 'prophecies tha t devel­ 
oped out of that period, and now 
we come to the strange and dra 
m alic situation of a people re ­ 
stored to their historic home re­ 
turning from Baby lon to Jerusa­ 
lem. 
Cy rus, one of the greatest con­ 
querors and rulers in all history , 
beginning as k ing of a province 
in 559 B. C., in 20 y ears' time had 
made himself 
m aster 
of 
the 
eastern world, conquering Baby ­ 
lonia in 539. He display ed unus­ 
ual qualities in 
tha t 
ancient 
world of ruthless w arfare, for he 
showed hum anity to the con­ 
quered, and a strategy and con­ 
structiveness equal to his m ili­ 
tary aggressiveness in welding 
the conquered peoples into 
an 
empire. 
It was in harm ony with 
this 
general policy tha t a y ear aftei 
his conquest 
of 
Baby lon 
he 
planned the re-colonization of 
Palestine by the 
very 
people 
whom his predecessors had car­ 
ried off from their own land, it 
was a joy ful event for the heroic 
rem nant of 
Israel 
who 
had 
sought in ex ile to k eep alive the 
zeal and enthusiasm for the spir­ 
itual Zion. 
The return from the captivity 
came in fulfillm ent of w hat Jere­ 
m iah and Ezek iel had foretold. 
The announcem ent |of I Cy rus 
purpose came, therefore, to 
a 
people fully prepared for it spir­ 
itually , and the return to their 
own land was something more 
than an opportunity for the re­ 
establishm ent of their 
homes. 
The event became m ark ed w ith 
passionate spiritual enthusiasm . 
If a new national hope did not 
surge in hearts of ex iles there

Would not any peo­ 
ple be capable of greatness

character and in influence wrhere 
the hom eland represented some­ 
thing holy and where religion 
and citizenship were united in 
passion for the commonweal? 
It is an ex periehce tha t 
we 
m ight well strive to em ulate here 
in m odern America. There 
is 
much in our dem ocratic institu­ 
tions and ideals to quick en such 
passionate enthusiasm of faith 
and zeal. Our country may be to 
us simply our dwelling place, or 
it may be to us the hom eland of 
a spiritual ideal established 
in 
justice, mercy , righteousness and 
truth. 
W hen America is for us merely

has ev en been m ade 
tha t the 
board secu re ships, load the w heat into the ships, 
and take them ou t into the ocean and anchor 
them u ntil m arket conditions improv e. 
A m eeting of grain m arketing co-operativ es 
of America, representing more tha n 4 0 per cent 
of all the w heat and other grains grown in the 
United States, attended by the board in Chicago 
on Ju ly 26 and 27, was u nanim ou s in the opinion 
tha t the proper m ethod for handling the w heat 
situ ation is to perfect a perm anent grain m a r­ 
keting corporation which can fu lly fu nction all 
the time in all the problems which affect grain 
m arketing by farm ers. 
This opinion was con­ 
cu rred in by the presidents of the 
American 
Farm Bu reau Federation, the National Grange, 
the National F arm ers’ Union, and the National 
Eq u ity Union.

Indianapolis, Ind., Aug. 17— 


The honey flow for this year is 
about over and Indiana bee- 
keepers have gathered approxi- 
mately 8 million pounds, accord- 
ing to a summary filed in the 
office of the state entomologist 
today, by Charles O. Yost. 


Yost, who is chief apiary in- 


spector for the state conserva- 
tion department, says that while 
this year's honey crop is. larger 
than 1928 by at least 2 million 
pounds, it does not reach the 
record year of 1927 when the 
state produced approximately 10 
million pounds. The 1928 season 
was cut short by excessive rain- 
fall, and this year's production 
lessened by excessive swarming 
in the early spring. 


Beekeepers who understand 


the proper caring for bees over- 
came this excessive swarming, 
but many were unable to cope 
with it and as a result thous- 
ands of swarms escaped and the 
maximum amount of honey pos- 
sible under better conditions, 
prevented. The better beekeep- 
ers will this year harvest from 
150 to 200 pounds of honey per 
colony, while those less experi- 
enced iri the,work will .gather 
considerable less honey per col-

18. Historic Significance of the 
Return. Ezra 1:1-0; Psa. 126:1-6

We have, seen how the 
two 


kihgdonis of "Israel fell 
before 


eastern conquerors, the northern 
kingdom in 722 B. C., under the 
Assyrian invasion, When the ten 
tribes were carried "off and dis- 
persed so that they 
became 


t-lost" and the kingdom was'nev- 
er restored; the southern king- 
dom under a "similar Babylonian 
invasion in "586 B. C., when the 
people were carried off to Baby- 
lon. In this case, however, the 
people preserved something pi' 
the continuity of their life\ in 
exile. 
' 


We have been studying the re- 


markable 'prophecies that devel- 
oped out of that period, and now 
we come to the strange and dra- 
matic situation of a people re- 
stored to their historic home re- 
turning from Babylon to Jerusa- 
lem. 


Cyrus, one of the greatest con- 


querors and rulers in all history, 
beginning as king of a province. 
in 559 B.C., hi 20 years' time had 
made himself master 
of 
the 
eastern world, conquering Baby- 
lonia in 539. He displayed unus^ 
r,al qualities in 
that ancient 


world of ruthless warfare, for he 
showed humanity to the con- 
quered; and a strategy and con- 
structivehess equal to his mili- 
tary aggressiveness in welding 
the conquered peoples into an 
empire. 


It was in harmony with this, 


general policy that a year aftei 
his conquest 
of Babylon 'he 


planned the re-colonization of 
Palestine by the 
very 
people 


whom his predecessors had car- 
ried off from their own land, it 
was a joyful event for the heroic 
remnant of Israel Who 
had 


sought in exile to keep alive the 
zeal and enthusiasm for,the spuv- 
itual Zion.

The return from the captivity 


came in fulfillment of what Jere- 
miah and Ezeldel had foretold. 
The arinouhcemgnt jpf I Cyrus 
purpose came, therefore, to a 
people fully prepared for it spir- 
itually, and. the return to their 
own 3and was somlething more 
thah/'an opportunity for the rp- 
JestabUshmentflof their |hom'es.

Those who 
have been in exile and heaviness 
are suddenly conquered by an 
emotipnaUsin' that fills their 
mouths with, laughter and their 
tongues with singing. Surround- 
ing nations are called "upon to 
outness all "that has happened to 
them. Thfe eiid of their captivity 
is cpmparable1'tb streams pouring 
into a desblate and desert, region. 
Though they have sown in tears 
they are reaping in joy. It is a 
teiu'mphant picture which in a 
few 'brief lines suggests the glory 
of re-estaSlishing Zion. 


Is it any wonder that the He- 


brew Scriptures have had such 
profound effect upon the world 
when, one realizes out of what 
ih'spiratioii and enthusiasm they 
have come? Would not any peo- 
"p'le be capable of greatness 
in 


character and in influence where 
the homeland represented some- 
thing holy and where religion 
and citizenship were united in 
passion for the commonweal? 


It is an experiehce that we 


might well strive to emulate here 
in modern America. There 
is 


much in our democratic institu- 
tions and ideals to quicken such 
passionate enthusiasm of faith 
and zeal. Our country may be to 
us simply our dwelling place, or 
it may be to us the homeland of 
a spiritual ideal established in 
justice, mercy,' righteousness and 
truth. . 
" When America is for us merely 
a homeland which we think ol 
in selfishness as our abode and 
as, the place of pur interests tp_ 
the exclusion of all higher mat- 
ters—peace, justice and rightJ— 
we may. be sure that the very 
seeds of destruction are in our 
establishment, for selfishness al- 
ways defeats itself.

AIRPORTS. 


In the little more than two years since Col- 


onel Lindbergh's trans-Atlantic flight, $300,000 - 
000 has been spent in this country on airports 
by more than 1000 communities and, say the ex- 


i perts, it is reasoriabe to suppose that an addi- 
tional $200,000,000 will be spent by another 1000 
communities during the next 12 months. 


Obviously, this is going-to mean a great deal 


to the American people. Aviation, now only an 
infant promises to change our mode of living as 
much as did 'the automobile. It will shorten 
distances as we know them now just as much as 
the auto shortened the distances.that onr fore- 
fathers knew on a horse-and-buggy basis. With- 
in a few years we may think less of a 300-mile 
trip in an airplane that we now think of a 25- 
mile ride in an auto or our grandfathers thought 
of a five-mile drive to town in a buggy. 


We are at the dawn of a new era — an era of 


sane, safe and business-basis flying and the 
cities throughout the land seem to be getting 
ready for it. 
And well' they should, for in a 


comparatively few years a town that is off the air 
routes might just as well be off the highways or 
without railroads.

EDUCATING ATHLETES. 


The number of people of mature age going 


to school in 1927-1928 increased 30 per cent over 
the number registered -for class work the year be- 
fore, according to a report made by the Bureau 
of Education, Department of the Interior. In 
1926-27, 200,000 adults were enrolled, and that 
number increased in 1927-28 to 260,000. 


Youth has no advantage in learning over 


maturity, the bureau further states. It is inclined, 
to believe, in fact, that when a man of 45 and a 
that constitutes an element in education, the 
older man, because of his experience and judg- 
youth of 20 are set to wrestle with any problem 
ment, will more thoroughly master it. 


The ppsychologists have been saying just 


this. The fact that they have done so has great- 
ly stimulated expectations as to what may he 'ac- 
complished, in the field of adult education. 


As the attendance of parents in schools for 


adult education increases, it has been found that 
the attendance in day school increases. The in- 
terest on the part of parents to gain education 
inspires them to greater effort to keep up with 
their studies. 


THE WHEAT SITUATION.- 


The Federal Farm Board in an official state- 


ment says the distress in the present wheat sit- 
uation is due to unnecessary marketing of wheat 
by the farmers, and suggested that farmers hold 
back their shipments beyond the congestion 
period. In its statement the board asked farm- 
ers to stand back of the farmers' national grain 
corporation organized at Chicago and now in 
process of perfecting its organization. 
/ 


The drop in wheat prices recently has again 


brought to the Federal Farm Board many tele- 
graphic appeals for help to relieve the situation. 
The board is urged to buy up the so-called "sur- 
plus" wheat and store it in any available place. 
The suggestion has even been made that the 
board secure ships, load the wheat into the ships, 
and take them out into the ocean and anchor 
them until market conditions improve. 


A meeting of grain marketing co-operatives 


of America, representing more than 40 per cent 
of all the wheat and other grains grown in the 
United States, attended by the board in Chicago 
on July 26 and 27, was unanimous in the opinion 
that the proper method for handling the wheat 
situation is to perfect a permanent grain mar- 
keting corporation which can fully function all 
the time in all the problems which affect grain 
marketing by farmers. 
This opinion was con- 


curred in by the presidents of the American 
Farm Bureau Federation, the National Grange, 
the National Farmers' Union, and the National 
Equity Union.
